At tho Head “Maatera’ Oon- 
foronca in England hold lust month, it was 
resolved that —‘It is dosisabla that modern 
Janguages bo taught more colloquially than 
is snatomary in schools at prosont,’ and we 
think that much of the deficiency in spenk - 
ing English whith we notiosd inthe greater 
part of the gehool might be supplied if some 
time were givon to. the teaching of collo- 
quiol English, We'do not soa from the 
table of houre of work supplied to us that 
say time ia given eapeciully to this subject ; 
the 24} hours a wosk put down for conver 
‘sation appaars to woul no mare than’ that 
the boys are tanght various subjects in 
English, by Europoan or Chines Masters, 
Quring that numbar of hours, Wo feel sure 
from our exporionce that no definite impro. 
vement oun bo effectod {a this matter unless 
espovial attontion is paid to it. 

In the lower classes, whore thonumbor of 
pages of the roading book prepared was 
amall, the” boys had read the same piece 60 
frequently that, on five out of eix occasions 
whon the exaiminors asked a boy to close 
his book and repeat four or five lines which 
ho had just read, they were repeated verba- 
tim tith ag much flaency ag whon the book 
Wha Open befora him. ‘Tha consequence of 
this frequont ronding of tho samo passage is 
that boys get into the habit of not looking 
carofally at tho wholo of a work, and when, 
in on unfamiliar passage, tho eyo catches 


bottor known, tho boy pronounces the latter 
and seema totally nnconacious that he ig 
making nonsense of the sentence, Woe 
noticad a very common mistake, which 
ought to be remedied st ones; nouns in the 
singular woro read us plaral'wnd vice versd, 
tenses in the prosont as past and vice versd. 
Tho same mistakes occur in the written 
worl: of all the Classos, 

The Dictation was taken in each Clasa, 
except in Cluns I,, from the part of the 
reading book whioh.the boys had prepared, 
in order that thera should bo no unfamiliar 
words in the pieca chosen, And caro was 
token that the unfamiliar yoisos of the 
examivers should notin any way wake the 
passage unduly difficalt, A boy was allowed 
to make six mistakes and yet to pass (errors 
in punctuation countiog 4, and in spelling 
1), Ia spite of this—and tho portion on 
which marke were sasigned was no longer 
than in previous years—there were too many 
failores; wa think: that a good many of thase 
talght have been avoided by more cara on
